The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information 
disclosure statement.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 

all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art 
are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the 
time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to 
which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by 
the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at 
issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering 

patentability of the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the 

subject matter of the various claims was commonly owned at the time any 

inventions covered therein were made absent any evidence to the contrary. 

Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor 

and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
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invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 
U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 (a) as being unpatentable over 
LAHM et al. (WO 01/070483, IDS reference). The reference teaches structurally 
similar pyrazole compounds which embraces presently claimed invention, his 
invention provides compounds of Formula (1), their N-oxides and agriculturally 
suitable salts. The reference teaches methods for controlling arthropods 
comprising contacting the arthropods or their environment with an 
arthropodicidally effective amount of a compound of Formula (1) and 
compositions containing the compounds of Formula (1). 



LAHM further teaches a methods for controlling arthropods comprising contacting 
the 

arthropods or their environment with an arthropodically effective amount of a 
compound 

of Formula II and insecticidal compositions thereof. See the entire document 
especially last paragraph on page 11, formula II on page 10 and formula III on 
page 11, examples and claims. 
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Instant claims are genetically taught by the prior art. 

The instant claimed compounds would have been obvious because one 
skilled in the art would have been motivated to prepare compounds embraced by 
the genus of the above cited references with the expectation of obtaining additional 
beneficial compounds as insecticides because the reference teaches that these 
compounds are excellent insecticides. The reference also teaches that the 
composition can be used with insecticidal compositions. The instant claimed 
compounds would have been suggested to one skilled in the art. One having 
ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to select the claimed 
compounds from the genus in the reference since such compounds would have 
been suggested by the reference as a whole. 

It has been decided by the courts that a prior art disclosed genus of useful 
compounds is sufficient to render prima facie obvious a species falling within the 
genus. In re Susi , 440 F.2d 442, 445, 169 USPQ 423, 425 (CCPA 1971), followed 
by the Federal Circuit in Merck & Co. V. Biocraft Laboratories . 874 F.2d 804, 10 
USPQ 2d 1843, 1846 (Fed. Cir. 1989). 

In the light of the forgoing discussion, the Examiner's ultimate legal 
conclusion is that the subject matter defined by the instant claims would have been 
obvious within the meaning of 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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Response to Remarks 

Arguments are found persuasive therefore double patenting rejection is 
withdrawn. Upon further review and consideration new rejections are being made.
